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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a conmie organie centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eollective humanity. 

Coincident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the 8ixth great root-race. 

The place of each stone is determined by the law of aelection, and the

SELF-DESTRUCTION. 
TEMPLE I EACHINGS. OPEN SERIES. No. CXXXV. 


The man who chooses from a <statement of facts. or the ex- 


pressed opinions of another man only those features of the same 
which will minister to his own vanity or otherw1se favorably increase 
h1s personal opinion of hmnself. and rejects in toto those which are 
to his discredit, will inevitably fail of success in all of the great pur- 
po<es of hte. Even the harshest honest critic can scarcely fail to 
extimate more fairly the motives and effects of a man's act than 
can the man hunsett. 

Exactly as the reliable art critic must stand away from the pic- 
ture, the muxical instrument, the voice, the piece of -sculpture, in 
order to form a fair estimate of the value of the work of the artist, 
&0 the honest critic of his own acts or those of another human heing 
must <tand away trom the point of action. He cannot come too close 
in srmpathy or affection for others without hecomings more or less 
dentified with the personal cpinicns of tho<e cthers. Flis estimate 
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of the motives and effects of an act indulged in by those others, 
whatever its nature, will he more or less modified. Distance is es- 
Sential to impartial judgment ; $0 the. man who would conquer his 
own Iintations and win a victory over inhihiting conditions must 
he temperate minded enough to weigh carefully the expressed opin- 
10Nns of others regarding his acts, however. invichions those opinions 
may appear to he. 

How can any man protect himself from the wiles of the female 
who reduces herself to a seeming nonentity in his company, pouts 
and weeps over the cruelty of other men and women, while her 
tongue. carries the sting of a viper when out of his presence, if he 
has- over-valued Ins own power of discrimination and $0 cannot 
accept the estimate other men place on the character of the woman ? 

How-can a woman protect herself from the vile machinations of 
the man who, to gain his own ends, pretends to credit her with all 
the virtues, craces and attributes of a {coddess, if she has allowed 
herself to he convinced that she possesses all those attributes and 1s 
therefore a <orelv misunderstood martvr to the false opinions of 
others: when in fact those others mav he endeavorine to protect 
her hv. their honest criticism on her weakness and eullihility ? 

How can a nation protect 1tselft 1t its peonle will not heed the 
warning, given bv a friendly power in relation to the approach oft a 
dangerons enemv : and refnse to do <o for the reason that in their 
elf snfficiencv thev cannot conceive of the necessitv for armament 
and defensive maneuvers 7 

There are all degrees of <elf-deception hetween the extremes 
[ have mentioned, and ome one of these degrees fit every man anc 
woman in the world. The closer one clings to his own individual 
decree of <elf-deception. however <light it mav he. the snrer will 1t 
lead him into pitfalls from which it may take him manv incarnations 
to extricate himself. The more conceited, the vainer the possess1ON 
of the particular aspect of self-deception he has cultivated. the more 
persistently and emphatically will he deny the existence of <nch weal:- 
ness in his character. 

You mav sav, *1f that he true, how then 1s one to hecome en- 
lichtened ? how overcome such a hmiting defect: Tt will not he 
an easy task. Tt has heen huilt up into a monstrosity bv the little 
things,” the minutiae of over appreciation, through many lves, 
and. as is the case with other personal defects. it must he torn 
down and removed by steady, persistent effort. It 1s the most 
zubtle, the deepest seated characteristic of human nature, and the 
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heart will bleed when 1t 1< removed. Put 1t it 1s the greatest hin- 
drance to all power and development, the soul, the observer of all 
the fluctuating. phenomena Of: hte. Should be ready and willng to 
hear the te<ting torce. 

So, however . deeply it may ems mto_ the conserensness. what- 
ever the hurt to pride, <elt-esteem or reputation, take the blow 
&traight between the eves, whether 1t comes from friend or enemy, 
it 1t he in _the form of a per<onal ceriticeism, and-set vourselt to find 
out what it is 1m you that has heen hurt, and fo what extent you 
deserve the criticism. 

You will never convince vour friend that he has heen unust, 
I argument; or vour -enemyv. that he has heen;. wrong. hv a retnrn 
blow.

During the great <truggle which took place between the Devas 
who had incarnated in the fourth race and the lower dexires of 
*the. bodies created for them.” that is. between the incarnating 
Mgher egos and the animal egos, there was set up the present 
continuous struggle for <upremacy between spirit and matter, be- 
tween (id and man. The Light —the hicher mind, was tempo- 
rarily withdrawn or clouded and remains <0 clouded in the great 
masses Ot mankind even to. the present dav. 

[t 1s not difficult for one to imagine what caused this <truggle 
when the low degree of intelligence possessed hy men. of that par- 


ticular era 1s taken into con<ideration. With the incarnation of 
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the Sons of Mind, the higher intelligence. there commenced the 
hght between the *Iusts of the flesh” and the higher principle which 
forbade tne continuation of such sensual gratification as had hith- 
erto heen indulged in. That fight is by no means ended.. and the 
hfhculty humanity now experiences in reaching hehind or above 
the lower mentality to the light of true spiritual perception is pri- 
marily due to the same original cause, 1. e., the refusal of the Devas 
to incarnate in the third root race, although secondarily due to a 
repetition of hike sexnal evil in the people of some of the suhb- 
races of the tourth root race. 

This refusal of the Devas was the cause of foriginal Sin" as 
Svmbolized in the story of the fall of man. Figuratively speakins. 
Adam and Eve, two early races, were (riven from Eden as a re- 
Sult of the refusal of the Sons of Wisdom or Mind. typified by 
the serpent. to incarnate and teach those races what would he the 
results of the sexual sms they were committing. It might he aid 
that the first canse of original sin was the cohahitation hetween 
man and the anthropoids ; but on the other hand, 1f it he admitte, 
as the Temple teachings maintain, that: the first races were min«- 
less s0 far as the possesston-of Ih1gher mentality or sonT was con- 
cerned. there could have been no re<ponsthility and therefore no 
Sexual <in in the common acceptation of the word $1m; but atter 
the incarnation of the Sons of Wisdom man became responstble 
for his acts. 

We have only to consider the difficulty we often have in se1zing 
upon <ome obscure. point when <striving to clear up a mystery. a 
point which appears to hecome even more obscure the greater the 
effort to put forth to grasp it, to gain some 1dea of what must 
have heen the result of similar efforts put forth by the early sub- 
races of the present root race, to gain full control of the mental 
and <spiritual attributes which they dimly felt were attainable, 
although temporarily hidden. The idea of release by death must 
have exerte\] the <ame fascination cn-the minds of the units of tho8e 
races that it does on certain minds of the present time, when discour - 
agement or inhibition prevs too heavily upon them. 

Again we must refer to the missing stanzas and slokas pre- 
viously mentioned, for there appears to he quite a long gap between 
those passages in the fifth and sixth stanzas which refer more par- 
ticularly to the early snb-races of the present root race. Aside 
from the first sloka of the seventh stanza; (the sloka with com- 
mentary which will follow this) there 1s very little given out 
concerning the sub-race which preceded the present one. The date 
given therein appears to apply more particularly to a minor cycle 
or intermediate period between the fifth and sixth cycles of the 
present round, a period which closed about the year 1898.
